The Alpine troops were repulsed by 
spirited attacks delivered one after 
the other, after which they took the 
offensive in a violent rain and thick 
fog, putting their assailants to flight. 
Our losses were slight. The rain con- 
tinued on the Fruil frontier, and the 
water courses are 
swollen, but our 
•troops advanced In serene confidence 
to overcome their difficulty." 


Austrian Flyers Active. 
Rome, July 1.—Austrian aeroplanes 
have flown over Bari and Brindisi, 
seaorts on the Adriatic in southern 
Italy. They threw bombs which killed 
one person and wounded two others. 
"Two aeroplanes of the enemy have 
visited the eastern coast. 
One flew 
over Bari and the other over Brindisi, 
and dropped bombs. 
At Bari a boy 
over fifteen years old was killed and 
at Brindisi two persons were wound- 
ed." 


Italian Navigation Order. 
Washington, June 1.—Navigation in 
the straits of Messina between half 
an hour after sunset nnd half an hour 
before sunrise, has been prohibited by 
the Italian government, which has ad- 
vised the American embassy at Rome 
that merchant vessels of the allies 
and nei»tral government, must await 
authority to enter, keep three miles 
off shore and exchange signals with 
land stations.

PROGRAM OF JAPAN 


IS APPROVED TODAY 


Government Legislation for Budget to 


Increase Army and Naval Strength 


Passed by Lower Hoime.

Tpkio, June 1.—The government's 
policy of military developments was 
approved by the lower house today in 
an exciting session. By a vote'ot 232 
to 131. the house adopted the provision 
for an Increase jn the standing army 
of two divisions' or about 24,000 men.

Ralph De Palma, the Italian-Ameri- 


can driver, brought the world's great- 
est speed honors back to the United 
States from France, and smashed all 
records from one hundred to five hun- 
dred miles, when he drove his light- 
ning Mercedes car to victory yester- 
day at the Indianapolis sweepstake 
race. 
When the 
little Italian had 


flashed across the line, after the five 
hundred miles of gruelling race, in 
which he drove without a relief driver, 
seventy-flve 
thousand 
people 
paid 


homage to the most sensational pilot 
in his 
most remarkable instance of 


human endurance combined with me- 
chanical perfection. De Palma's aver- 
age broke all records, his time being 
89.84 miles per hour, as compared to 
82.47, the former record held by Rene 
Thomas in last year's classic. 


Dario Resta, the. sensational JBng- 
lish-Italian pilot, with a French Peu- 
geot, was close behind the American 
for second place, and an international 
duel was fought throughout the five 
hours 
of gruelling driving between 
these two men for final honors. Resta 
because o£ his past performances, was 
picked to win, but De Palma's Indi- 
vidual skill outclassed 
that of the 
European pilot, and when three hun- 
dred miles of the pace was run, noth- 


. ing 
but 
an 
accident 
would have 


i thwarted the Mercedes pilot as he had 
saved his motor until the final spurt. 
The sensation of the race was the 
finish of the Stutz team. 
Gil Ander- 


son, Elgin winner, flashed across the 
line, right on the heels of Resta for 
third place, and 
close behind him 
came Cooper, the Pacific coast star, 
in another'of the sturdy white racers. 
Eddie 
O'Donnell, 
the 
Milwaukee 
space-eater, was fifth, with Burman, a 
team mate of Resta, next in line, and 
"Howdy" Wilcox, after a battle against 
luck and accidents, finished with a 
Stutz for seventh money. 
The track was in perfect condition 
tor the race, the previous rains hav- 
ing cooled the bricks to prevent fric- 
tion and the- burning up 
of 
tires, 
which enabled the pace-makers to set 
such a killing pace. 
Not a serious 


accident marred the speed duel al- 
though Ralph Mulford came near be- 
ing struck by Ralph De Palma, when 
the Mercedes driver came thundering 
around the curve 
at better than a 


hundred miles per hour, as Mulford 
was gaining control of hif! freak Dues- 
enberg machine after a tire explosion 
had hurdled his car around the track 
into.the wall. With a supreme effort 
De Palma clogged down his throttle 
and missed Mulford by a matter of 
inches. 
Mulford's wife in the grand- 
stand fainted as she saw her husband 
in the path of death. Cooper also had 
a narrow escape. 


When the cars were sent off, Gil 


Anderson leaped to the front and be- 
came a pace-maker, setting a speed as 
near a hundred miles per hour as he 
oould command 
of 
the fleet white 
Stutz. De Palma and Hesta, close be- 
hind, began to Jockey for the lead, 
and the American showed that lie was 
not going to be run off his feet during 
the early part of the race. He hung 
back in fourth place, watched his mo- 
tor, guarded his tires and 
waited. 
Resta soon took the lead from Ander- 
son at the 150 mile mark. De Palma 
clayed his hand soon after and at the 
two hundred 
mile mark, De Palma 


shot, around the track at a pace equal 
to 95 miles per hour, overhauled Resta 
and passed him in a burst of speed 
that brought the thousands of people 
to their feet cheering like mad. 
At 
the 360 mile mark De Palma came to 
the pit and Resta, taking advantage 
of the stop, shot into the lead by a 
matter of seconds, and then De Palma 
started to beat his foreign rival by 
wearing him down. Resta was forced 
to change a tire and from then on De 
Palma was never approached. 
When 
the American finished it was seen that 
he came near losing his fortune prize 
because of a broken connecting rod, 
but luck enabled him to cross the Unc 
and not have honors swept away from 
him within sight of victory as In 1913 
when Joe Dawson beat De Palma' In 
the last ten miles. 
Only eleven cars were running at 
the finish, the terrific pace causing 
other drivers to drop out as the race 
grew more intense and fast. De Palma 
knew the strength of his machine and 
went humming along at the maximum 
speed his machine would stand up 
under and the others could not keep 
pace.

DUAL NATIONALITY. 


This 
European war is bringing 


forth some of the peculiar difficulties 
of international law that have puzzled 
attorneys for years. The dual nation- 
ality of so many of our citizens has 
created conditions that would be hard 
to realize if an actual state of war 
did not exist. 
As pointed out some 


days ago. should the United States go 
to war with Germany the government 
could, if it wished,-intern all Germans 
of foreign birth who had not taken 
out their first papers, and if need be. 
confiscate their property for use of 
the 
government. 
Now comes the 


question of persons born in this coun- 
try- but of foreign parentage, going 
abroad and being subject to military 
service. The following letter explains 
Itself and also puts a new classifica- 
tion upon American citizenship.

Point* to Danger of Epidemic 


Among Children. 


Danger from an epidemic of measles 
while not a serious one at the present 
time, was pointed out by Dr. S. B. 
Buckmaster in the city health report 
filed this morning with City Clerk J. 
P. Hammarlund, to be presented to 
the city commission at tneir meeting 
Friday afternoon. 
It was stated in 
the report that there were seven cases 
o£ measles on the city health officer's 
record in the city, the result of a 
rapid spread from a case coming to 
this city from Chicago, where there 
are over four 
thousand 
cases of 


measles at present. 
"The quarantine is no longer re- 
quired for measles," saidTDr. Buck- 
master, "and many parents have the 
mistaken impression 
that 
children 
must have the 
disease 
and conse- 
quently they- are 
careless or negli- 
gent about reporting or isolating the 
cases. It is a popular belief that one 
attack will render them immune, but 
this popular impression Is wrong, as 
a child may have the second attack 
and the first does not fully protect 
the patient from another."

Through use of the Roentgen ray, or 


X-ray, the patient's exact injury is- 
established on his admission. 
In a 
umajority of cases there is some por- 
tion that must be replaced by bone 
from some part of his body. 
Eacli patient is his own bone sup- 


ply, 
so to speak, and generally It is 
the shin bone,that serves. The ribs 
also are a fertile field, and, so fast 
does nature work, the piece of bone 
taken out for use, in the jaw is rapid- 
ly replaced by new growth. 


One patient in the hospital late in 
April, slowly recovering from a shock- 
ing wound that gouged out his whole 
lower jaw. has a strip of shin bone 
14 centimeters long in his mouth. On 
top of that is a new set of serviceable 
teeth. The man is healthy and reason- 
ably happy. 


In dozens of cases is it not only nec- 
essary to replace bone, but skin as 
well. Here again each man must sup- 
ply his own. Great strips of skin are 
taken from 
the patients' 
arms and 


grafted onto cheeks or chins. Aside 
from the scar along the line of stitch- 
ing there is usually little indication 
of the original injury. 
Each man is photographed on the 
day of arrival, and then at intervals 
later, as his recovery progresses. To 
the layman the. results accomplished 
are little short of miraculous. 


In a recent trip through the hospi- 
tal an Associated Press correspondent 
had an opportunity to compare maiiv 
of the original photographs with the 
patients in their patched up state, and 
it was all but incredible that so roucli 
had been accomplished.
